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JOURNAL 


MORNING SESSION. 


The twenty-fifth session of the Hast Columbia Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, met in our church at Weston, 
Oregon, at 9 a. m., September 3, 1914, Bishop Mouzon in the chair. 
Hymn No. 393 was sung and prayer offered by Bishop Mouzon, after 
which the Bishop gave a very helpful exposition of the scriptures, 
which was followed by the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper. , 

The chair then called the business session to order. The Secretary 
of the last session called the roll and those present noted. 

J. H. Dills was elected Secretary. The Secretary was permitted 
to name the following assistants: C. R. Howard, Assistant Secretary; 
S. G. Rogers and J. N. DePartee, Statistical Secretaries. 

The time for meeting and adjournment was fixed to meet at 9 
a. m., and adjournment at 12 m. 

The bar of the Conference was fixed to include the first four seats 
of the two centre tiers of seats in the church.

J. H. Dills was called, his character passed, and he reported his 
work on the Washington District. 

W. A. Orr was ealled, his character passed, and he reported the 
Oregon District.

W. E. Vaughan, Editor of the Pacific Methodist Advocate, 
addressed the Conference in the interest of our Conference paper. 

Bishop Mouzon followed with a vigorous exhortation on the same 
subject. 

Announcements were then made and the Conference adjourned with 
the Doxology and the Benediction by Rev. W. E. Vaughan. 


SECOND DAY—MORNING SESSION. 


Conference met at the appointed hour, Bishop E. D. Mouzon pre- 
siding. Prayer was offered by H.-S. Shangle. The scripture was read 
by the Bishop, after which he gave us a very helpful address on

The minutes of the morning session were read and approved. 

Rev. George Chapman, pastor of United Brethren Church, and U. 
S. Payne, Conference Evangelist of the United Brethren Church, were 
introduced to the Conference.

Question 22 was resumed and S. G. Rogers, N. D. Wood, Frank 
Hopkins, C. R. Howard, and J. E. Crutchfield were called, their char- 
acters passed, and they reported their work. 

The name of Edward Barber was called and his Presiding Elder 
announced that he had died-in the Lord, and his name was referred 
to the Committee on Memoirs. 

Question 1 was called, and the name of David Skeen was pre- 
sented, but the chair decided that the recent law of the Church debarred 
his name from coming before the Conference. 

Question 2 was called—‘‘ Who remain on trial?’’ J. H. Lumper was 
called, his character passed, and he was advanced to the class of the 
second year. Coy R. Sims was called, his character passed, he reported 
his work, and he was continued in the class of the first year. 

Question 10 was called and Lester E. Taber was cailed, and, being 
recommended by the Committee and having passed the examination, by 
vote he was elected to Deacon’s orders. 

E. R. Naylor was called, he having passed an approved examination. 
He was advanced to the class of the third year. 

Question 2 was asked and M. T. Nolen was called, his character 
passed, and he was advanced to the class of the third year.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


To the Bishops and Members of the East Columbia Conference. 
Dear Brethren: 


We, your Board of Education, beg leave to submit the following 
report: 

We have viewed with pleasure the indications that the Church is 
awakening to the needs of the hour in this the crisis of our educational 
progress, and thank God that the promise of the future is bright. 

In asserting and exercising their educational functions, the Chris- 
tian Churches of the United States have not undertaken needless tasks 
nor rendered worthless services to the Nation. They have been most 
truly about their Master’s business when engaged in educational work. 
Thousands of the strongest and noblest minds, by whose high services 
both Chureh and State have been blessed, were educated in the insti- 
tutions of the Churches. Moreover, the Christian schools of the Nation, 
‘by the constraining force of their example and the leavening power of 
their influence, have imparted a spiritual quality to other institutions 
in the United States, and thereby they have been as a saving salt to the 
education of the Nation, which would quickly disappear and leave the 
whole mass to decay, if the Churches should abandon their educational 
enterprises. Present conditions, however, make it more necessary than 
ever in the past for the Churches to strengthen our educational enter- 
prises. Both patriotism and piety impel us to put forth to the utmost 
our energies in the work of Christian education. The democratic insti- 
tutions, social welfare, and religious interests of our country cannot 
be best secured and served by a bureaucratic type of secular education 
imparted in institutions, which in separation from the control of the 
Church and State, boast of irresponsibility to the people, and seek 
support from sources of supply infected with the same evil spirit of 
spurious independentism. + 

We recommend the Correspondence School of our Church to the 
undergraduates, and urge all our young men to pursue their study of the 
Conference Course under its directions. 

We gladly accept the assessment of $162 placed on this Conference 
by the General Board and levy an assessment of $600 for the mainte- 
nance of Columbia Jr. College. We apportion the same between the 
Districts as follows: Washington District, $457.20; Oregon District, 
$304.80. 

We desire to thank the General Board for its continued support of 
Columbia Jr. College, and ask most earnestly that they make an appro- 
priation of $3000 for the maintenance of the school next year. 

We also desire to thank the Montana Conference for its generous 
gift of $5000 to be added to the Endowment Fund of Columbia Jr. 
College, and Rev. J. E. Crutchfield for a gift of $500 to this fund. 

We furthermore recommend to all Southern Methodists our two great 
Universities that have been established, in Atlanta, Georgia, and Dallas, 
Texas. We recommend very highly the action of the Educational 
Commission appointed by our last General Conference in its immediate 
selection and establishment of such institutions as will retrieve our 
loss in Vanderbilt University. And to prove our hearty interest in 
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these institutions, we recommend that we support them by our prayers 
and our young men. 

Furthermore, we desire to call attention to the Educational condi- 
tions prevailing within our midst, and our responsibilities therefor. 
As we all know, Columbia Jr. College is the product of an heroic effort 
on the part of the Preachers and Laymen of East Columbia Confer- 
ence. By their loyalty they have made it what it is. But we fear the 
laurels won are soothing our spirits and we are resting on our oars. 
Therefore, we desire to sound a bugle call summoning us back into ranks, 
awakening us from our sleep of indifference or inactivity, and directing 
us in this great undertaking of training and preparing young men and 
women for the greater responsibilities for life. 

We furthermore recommend that the pastors and Presiding Elders 
be urged to collect their educational assessment during the first three 
months of the Conference year and send to the Conference Treasurer 
in order that Columbia Jr. College might have the use thereof. 

We recommend that S. G. Rogers be appointed Educational See- 
retary. 

We also recommend the appointment to Columbia Jr. College as 
student, Coy Sims. 

We recommend the following to be elected to the Board of Trustees 
of Columbia Jr. College: W. M. Duthie, S. A. Miller, T. H. Howard, 
J. D. Crooks, and H. 8. Shangle.

REPORT OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Bishop and Members of the East Columbia Conference. 
Dear Brethren: 


As reported by our Preachers, we have 29 Sunday Schools in the 
Conference, with 258 officers and teachers and 2676 pupils. These 
schools raised during the year for Missions $260.44, for Children’s Day 
Fund $14.14, for Birthday Days $43.59, for other objects $355.01. 

The Conference Treasurer has in his hands to the credit of this 
Board, in addition to the amount raised this year $52.32, and during 
the year $3.50 was paid to J. A. Hall for Sunday School literature for 
Post Falls Sunday School, and $4.00 to J. N. De Partee for literature for 
a new school in his charge. 

We wish to recommend that the Conference Treasurer continue to 
hold these funds for this Board and pay them out according to our 
direction. 

We are glad to know that the Church is giving due attention to the 
new theological school and to Sunday School pedagogy. We wish also to 
urge that our Preachers take as many as possible of the special courses 


given by the Correspondence School. Too much emphasis cannot be 
laid upon Sunday School work. 


We recommended last year that an effort be made to put a Sunday 
School Evangelist in the Conference for all or a part of the time and 
that the Columbia and Montana Conferences be requested to assist us 
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in this work, and that they use the man their pro rata time. We wish 
again to call attention to this matter. As voted by the last General 
Conference, it seems as if the Mission Board and the Sunday School 
Board could aid us in the work. We wish to request our Bishop to 
take this up with Dr. J. M. Moore and see what can be done for us 
this year. 

The Church now recognizes the importance (1) of placing new 
emphasis on the religious training of children. (2) of preventing the 
leakage from the Sunday School age boys and _ girls, (3) of 
bringing men and women into the Wesley Adult Bible Classes, and 
(4) of extending the works of the Sunday School to the home. 

Let these be our aims for the year.

REPORT COMMITTEE ON BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 


Your Committee on Books and Periodicals beg leave to offer the 
following as our report: 


In good books and periodicals great men and women talk to us, and 
pour their lives into ours. Likewise men and women of unsafe morals 
and unsound doctrines are sowing the country with their thoughts. We 
cannot be too careful in supplying our homes with suitable reading 
matter for ourselves and our children. Our church has a great pub- 
lishing house at Nashville, Tenn., with branches at Dallas, Texas, and 
Richmond, Virginia, whose total net assets are $1,374,959.09. Here the 
best books and periodicals are provided for our use. Our people should 
patronize our own house in preference to all others, for the double 
reason that from it may be had the very choicest literature to be 
found anywhere and because all its net profits belong to us, instead of 
other corporations or individuals, and these profits are used to aid us 
in the maintenance of our worn-out preachers, their widows and orphans. 

The official report from our agents for the fiscal year ending Febru- 
ary 28, 1914, makes the following showing:

The cireulation of the Christian Advocate has increased somewhat, 
but we are persuaded that the present subscription list of 16,500 could 
be easily doubled by a little effort on the part of the pastors. 

The Methodist Review goes into the hands of 4,200 subscribers 
and should be taken by every preacher and by some thousands of our 
intelligent laymen who do not see it. The Review shows a profit. 

The Pacifie Methodist Advocate, with the aid of the subsidy granted 
by the General Conference, has met the cost of its publication. 

We have published many useful and valuable books in the recent 
past which should be bought and read by our people. 

Iuvery pastor should have at hand a copy of the House Catalogue, 
which wiil be sent free on application. 

Our real estate in Nashville has largely increased in value and is 
today, at a conservative estimate, worth more than three times the 
amount it cost, at which it appears in this report. 

The property of the House is adequately insured in high-class com- 
panies. 

For the next year the Book Committee has appropriated $15,000 for 
Conference claimants, an increase of $5,000 above the appropriation for 
the present year. 

In addition to this, your committee would especially urge the im- 
portance of our Conference organ, the Pacific Methodist Advocate, edited 
by the genial and versatile W. E. Vaughan, whose smiling face is always 
welcomed at our Conference sessions. This paper is supported in large 
measure by our General Conference, for the especial use of the con- 
stituency of our church in the Far West. The subscription list should 
be largely increased, and we exhort our preachers and laymen to be 
more prompt and painstaking in its support and circulation, and to 
send the editor more news notes from the various fields occupied by 
us. This would save the paper from becoming too literary, and would 
make it more acceptable to our people. 

We would also recommend that each pastor urge the claims of the 
Advocate upon each member of his official board, and earnestly seek to 
secure a subscription to the Pacific Methodist Advocate from each 
official member of his charge.

We urge our people to subscribe for and read our excellent mis- 
sionary paper, ‘‘The Missionary Voice, and thus keep in touch with 
the movements in our missionary fields at home and abroad. 

We recommend that the missionary assessments be raised in full 
for this Conference year. The assessments on our Conference 
are as follows: Foreign, $850.00, which we apportion to the Wash- 
ington District, $510; Oregon District, $340; Home and Conference 
Missions, $962. To the Washington District, $577.20, and to the Oregon 
District, $384.80.

the Conference, without salary, who shall help to inspire us to greater 
diligence in our Missionary work. We recommend the appointment of 

ey, H. S. Shangle to this place. 

We quote from the annual letter of the Missionary Secretary to the 
General Church, and as your board incorporate it as a part of their 
report. 

The apportionments to your Conference for the coming years, as 
distributed by the Board of Apportionments, are for Foreign Missions, 
$850.00; for Home Missions, $262.00. .The increase which you will note 
in these figures was found to be an absolute necessity. It brings the 
foreign assessment back to where it was placed at the beginning of 
the last quadrennium. It was the first raise in assessments that had 
been made for Foreign Missions in many years, notwithstanding the 
growth of the work. The necessities of the Home Mission Department 
are too well recognized to need argument here. 

We respectfully urge upon your attention some outstanding needs 
for the immediate future. 

1. Foremost of all, we put full collections on the assessments. 
This is our weak point. For a discussion of this question you are re- 
ferred to page X in the Quadrennial Report, contained in the first 
pages of our Annual Report. We cannot too strongly emphasize the 
importance of this. The leaders of the whole Church should unite to 
pay at least the very insufficient amount assessed for missions. To do 
less than this is to cripple the cause in the face of great need and 
opportunity. 

2. Emphasis should be put upon the cultivation of missions in the 
Sunday School. A closer affiliation has been wrought out and endorsed 
by the General Conference, between the Sunday School Board and the 
Board of Missions. Under the new law the missionary contribution 
in the Sunday School will help strengthen the Sunday-School work in 
home and foreign lands. The watch-word of this new combination is, 
‘A Million for Missions in the Sunday Schools of Southern Method- 
ism.’’ By united effort this slogan can be realized. 

3. We would again insist that the Every Member Canvass is 
the latest and best financial method yet devised. The churches making 
the canvass are growing in numbers and the proofs are multiplying that 
it is a success when rightly worked. We should not be content until 
this is the method of every congregation. 

4, We realize strongly the need of reaching the rank and file of our 
Chureh through our pastors. In all our cultivation we must not over- 
look the fact that the key-man is the pastor. We can reach a few 
people and a few groups of people by our fine methods of special culti- 
vation, but for reaching even these people most effectively and for 
reaching the rank and file of our membership at all we are dependent 
on the “pastors. There are many facts to prove that only about one- 
tenth of our people are in any adequate sense interested in missions. 
The only man who can reach the other nine is the pastor.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE AND SABBATH 
OBSERVANCE. 


Dear Bishop and Brethren: The Methodist Church has always been 
on the side of Temperance, and we urge our preachers and people to 
continue this practice and teaching. We do not deem it necessary in 
this report to give extensive statistics and figures showing the amount 
of liquor consumed with the amount of money wasted thereby, together 
with the poverty and sorrow caused, and the effects upon our civil, 
industrial, economic, and religious life, for these are facts known in 
general, in whole or in part, to all our people. Therefore, any extensive 
reckoning along these lines would not add anything to the store of 
information already in hand. 

We commend the method adopted and practiced by our General 
Sunday School Management in placing Temperance Lessons in our Sun- 
day School Literature, and we also commend the Sunday School move- 
ment around the world for doing this. We believe that this practice, 
which has been in operation for many years past, has given as much 
occasion for the present Nation-Wide Temperance Mov ement as any- 
thing else. In this matter our Church leaders, and the leaders of the 
Christian Church in general, have shown their God-given wisdom, ani 
it inspires our confidence more and more in the leadership which the 
Holy Ghost has given to the Church. Permit us to say that we believe 
there is no better channel for promoting Temperance than in our Sun- 
day Schools and Leagues. 

We also realize that our preachers, and the preachers of the Chris- 
tian Church in gencral, have always been, and that they are now, 
among the champions of the cause of Temperance. For this we com- 
mend them. We also commend the Anti-Saloon League, and the W. C. 
T. U., and we recommend the co-operation of all our people and churches 
with these organizations as far as practicable. There may also be 
other Temperance organizations and orders which our people may do 
well to consider. It is also necessary to use tact and wisdom in all 
co-operative alliances, and to pray for divine guidance in the matter. 

We are glad to note progress made in the proposition of nation- 
wide prohibition. We are sure that we can say that our great Church 
will approve of such national legislation on the part of the republic, 
or of any other nation of which we may be honored by being citizens 
or subjects. We are glad to note progress in the Temperance cause in 
the State of Idaho, and believe the state will vote dry when the final 
issue is presented to the people. We are also glad to note progress in 
Washington and Oregon, and glad to note that indications point to vie- 
tory in the coming November elections. The most important matter 
in this connection will be to get the dry voters to the polls. We recom- 
mend that our people co-operate with the Anti-Saloon Leagues in these 
states, and to adopt the plan presented by these organizations, which, 
if adopted, will succeed in getting the dry voters to register, and then 
to vote; if the dry voters in Washington and Oregon, or any majority 
of them, go to the polls next November, then both these states will 
vote dry. But we must not be slack in our efforts to accomplish this, 
for we may rest assured that the wet voters will surely vote. Let 
us not, in this instance, allow the children of the world to be wiser 
than the children of light. 

Sabbath Observance is a proposition of vastly more importance 
than some of us seem to be aware of. A Sabbathless man is always 
a Godless man, a Sabbathless community is always a Godless commu- 
nity, and a nation without a Sabbath is always a Godless nation. The 
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Sabbath is a physical, and an intellectual, and moral, necessity. Non- 
observance of the Sabbath will totally wreck the individual, society, 
and the nation. Our Heavenly Father made no mistake when He said 
‘Remember the Sabbath Day, to keep it holy.’’ The command to 
keep the Sabbath holy is as necessary in the Decalogue as iy any other 
principle of fundamental law. The philosophy and logic of the Deca- 
logue is necessary to eyery age, and so much so that if we are guilty 
of one we are guilty of all. In this age Sunday is the Sabbath of the 
Lord God, and was so created, that if properly observed, it will meet 
every physical, intellectual, and moral necessity. Regardless of what 
particular day may have been sanctified as the Sabbath day of either 
the patriarchal or the Jewish eras, Sunday is the Sabbath ‘day of the 
Christian era. It is the law of the Lord written upon the heart of the 
Christian Church. It is the only Sabbath day meeting our physical, 
intellectual, and spiritual needs. It is the day which the Lord hath 
made, and we will rejoice and be glad in it. 

There are forces in the great Northwest tending to destroy our 
Christian Sabbath, and some of these think they are doing God’s 
service, and some of these are doing untold harm. Our people are 
entitled to proper teaching along this line. We urge upon our people 
and our preachers the necessity of observing the Christian Sabbath, and 
of keeping it holy as the scripture directs, and would remind them 
that it is as necessary as any other principle of fundamental law.

MRS. ELIZA L. CROOKS. 


It is with feelings of inexpressible sadness that we chronicle the 
departure of this faithful and useful woman. She was always so cheer- 
ful and sunny in her disposition, and her hands so willing for every 
good work, that she seems yet to live and move among us. 

Eliza L. Woodruff was born in Fayetteville, Arkansas, January 5, 
1856. We have but little data of her early life. She was married first 
to Rev. W. 8. Davies, formerly a member of this Conference. To this 
union were born three children, all of whom are still living. 

For many years she lived in Spokane, and was prominently con- 
nected with the ‘‘Children’s Home Finding Association’’ of that city. 
In this position she made her services invaluable. 

On January 14, 1907, she was married to Rev. James D. Crooks, 
who was then Presiding Elder of the Boise District of the East Colum- 
bia Conference. In this relation she lived a very happy and useful 
life until the day of her going away, August 1, 1914. With her hus- 
band, she served faithfully the Church in the following charges: On 
the Boise District one year, or from the date of her marriage in Janu- 
ary to September 16, 1908. The next year she made her influence felt 
as the -pastor’s wife in the Meridian charge, Idaho. Then in Weston, 
Oregon, for two years next following, where her ministrations of love, 
especially to the sick and the poor are still remembered as precious 
ointment poured forth. Her next labors, and her last, were given at 
Troy, Idaho, where she was a constant inspiration to her husband in 
all the perplexities and problems of his busy pastorate. In all these 
places she will be held in everlasting remembrance for her tireless zeal 
and for her sweet and gentle spirit. 

Sister Crooks had the true missionary spirit. She had a passion 
for the Master’s work. For years she had been one of tbe leaders in 
the Woman’s Missionary Society of the East Columbia Conference, and 
was Conference Missionary at the time of her death. 

While living at Troy she became identified in the mission work 
among the Nez Perce Indians, whose women loved her with a devo- 
tion that was beautiful to see. She was an artist of no mean talent, 
and taught her dark-skinned sisters many useful lessons in the beauti- 
fying of their homes, and adorning them with the flowers of our 
Christian civilization. The tribute of their tears and lamentations at 
her funeral, which they came many miles to attend, touched and 
melted all hearts. The funeral sermon was preached at Troy by the 
Presiding Elder, Rey. J. H. Dills, assisted by our pastors from neigh- 
borinig charges. Her memory was honored in the large gathering who 
sincerely grieved the loss sustained by the Church and the commu- 
nity in her going away. 

Sister Crooks had been in very poor health for many weeks before 
her death. To some of her friends at a distance she had written only 
a few days before, in which she expressed her suffering from an affec- 
tion of the heart. To others in Troy she had given at least partial 
instructions as to preparations for her burial, which the attending 
physician had warned her and her husband of her condition. 


As in most cases of this kind, the message came suddenly, but

did not take her unawares. They are never unprepared for death who 
daily walk with God. She had set her house in order, and was ready. 
Her works do follow her.

EDWARD BARBER. 


Edward Barber was born December 30th, 1878. His ancestors were 
for generations noted for their refinement and education. They came 
over from England with the earliest colonists and settled in Maryland 
and Virginia. Dr. Lake Barber helped to build the first college in 
Maryland as recorded in the history of Annapolis, and he is men- 
tioned as a man of great literary attainments. Very early in life 
Edward Barber felt a call to preach the gospel, and he applied himself 
diligently to acquire the education and information that would fit 
him for his chosen work. 

When he approached manhood he was asked what he had chosen 
for his lifework. His reply was, ‘‘I have always said, I am to be a 
preacher.’’ Soon after this he began definite preparation for a life of 
ministerial activity. He left home and entered the Annie Arundel 
Academy. From there he won a scholarship in the State Agricultural 
College and attended there one year. Here again he won a scholar- 
ship by a competitive examination and entered the Western Maryland 
College, where he graduated. 

Brother Barber then entered the Baltimore Conference of the 
Protestant Methodist Church, serving in that Conference three years 
and teaching one year in the Alleghaney Collegiate Institute of that 
Church. From there he went to Vanderbilt University and transferred 
to the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, spending three years in 
the Baltimore Conference of our Church, and then came to the Colum- 
bia Conference and was stationed at Tangent, Ore., one year; was then 
transferred to the East Columbia Conference and stationed at Walla 
Walla for two years, and Heppner part of one year, until appointed 
Chaplain of the Washington State Penitentiary. He served in the last 
named appointment and as a teacher of English in Columbia Junior 
College until his death February 22nd, 1914. 

He was married to Miss Alma Mildred Welsh and three bright 
children blest this union, one was born only seven days before his 
death, which oceurred at the Walla Walla hospital after a surgical 
operation. 

Brother Barber was a good man, of keen intellect and kindly spirit, 
and humble and modest bearing. He was greatly loved and missed by 
the officers and inmates of the State Penitentiary, and their grief was 
ereat when the news of his death was announced—the most hardened 
being overcome with grief. 

His body rests in the old home cemetery at Gambrills, Maryland, 
awaiting the morning of the resurrection.
